|. The Secretary of the U.S. Navy 
(Mr. Daaiele) recently issued this 
statement:— 

The Navy Department has rea- 
gon to belisye that information of 
a charactsr most valuable to the 


enemy-and which might -prove| 


most disastrous to the navy haa 
in some way reached the. enemy: 
-In view of the strenuous efforts 
that have been made to prevent 
the dissemination of auch in- 
formation, the department’ be- 
lieves, that in virtually every 
instance this hae resalted from 
certain information being given 
in coafidence to or spoken in the 
presenoe of a close relative ors 
friend who, failing to appreciate 
the gravity of the offenca, inad- 
vertently tranemitted it into the 
hands of those who most desired 
‘to obtain it, ~ ae : 
The deparsmenthas on previous 
occasions endesvoured.to impress 
upon every one in .the naval 
service the urgent necessity for 
carefully guarding against the 
dissemination: of any military 
information which could pasaibly 
be of advantage to an enemy. 
The. situation. st’ thia time is 
entirely too grave to permit of a 
continuance of present practices 
in this regard. . i 
Officers, enlisted personnel snd 
civilian employees are therefore 


| directed not to discuss any quest- 


‘ion relating to the disposition, 
movements oF proposed more- 
ments of naval or military forces 
(inclading personnel) at any 
time, except” officially, either 
among themselves or with any 
person outside the naval service. 
It shoald ba clearly understood 
that families and relativea are to 
be considered: as “onteide the 
naval strvice.” | 

All pereona who attempt to 
obtain. prohibited information 
from persons in the naval service 
should ba regarded withi suspicion 
and reported without delay to the 
proper authorities. 

Those to: whom « knowledge of 
a violation of this order comes 
shall consider it serious official 
duty to ‘report the matter ‘im- 
mediately to. the Navy Depart- 
ment for disciplinary action, °
